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Juan  Manuel  Lopez,  who  some  30  years  "out  of 
college"  has  translated  into  actuality  his  deeply  held 
belief  that  the  "privilege  of  serving  others  is  the  highest 
reward  life  can  hold."  A  fortnight  ago  Lopez — 54  years 
old,  a  remarkable  authority  in  the  realm  of  books,  a 
Naval  Intelligence  Oflicer  in  World  War  II — was  ordain- 
ed a  priest  in  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  and 
promptly  tuined  down  an  attractive  offer  from  a  New 
England  parish  in  order  to  carry  forward  his  present 
assignment  as  Vicar  of  the  Mission  of  St.  John's  Church 
in  Fords,  N.  J. 

For  20  years  manager  of  the  Princeton  University 
Store's  General  Book  Department  and  a  vestryman  of 
Trinity  Churc^i  at  the  time  he  volunteered  for  naval 
service  in  1942,  Lopez  approached  the  priesthood  slowly, 
as  if  motivated  by  some  unseen  powerful  force.  His 
wartime  tour  of  duty,  during  which  he  added  Portuguese 
to  his  ready  command  of  Spanish  and  French,  "sold 
him"  on  the  importance  and  satisfactions  of  working 
with  others.  He  consequently  applied  for  a  post-war 
position  with  the  Veterans'  Administration  and  in  1946 
became  "V.A.  Contact  -Representative"  here  in  Prince- 
ton. Shortly  thereafter  he  was  transferred  to  Washington 
as  a  "V.A.  Liaison  Officer"  with  the  Department  of 
Stale,  concerned  with  problems  of  ex-GI's  working  and 
studying  in  all  parts  of  the  world. 

Lopez,  a  native  of  Trenton  and  the  grandson  of  the 
founder  of  Princeton's  Marsh  &  Company,  made  the 


decision  in  1949  and  a  tremendous  step  it  was'  In  learn- 
ing how  to  study  all  over  again,  something  he  hadn't 
done  since  his  Lawrenceville  School  anjj  Princeton  Uni- 
versity days,  he  entered  the  Columbia  School  of  General 
Studies.  In  1931— the  day  before  he  attended  the  29lh 
reunion  of  the  Princeton  Class  of  1922 — he  received 
his  Bachelor  of  Science  degree.  Another  year  as  a 
student  in  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  New  York, 
completed  his  preparations  for  the  three-day  canonical 
examinations  of  the  Diocese  of  New  Jersey, 

In  these  hectic  recent  years  Lopez,  whose  Princeton- 
trained  father  was  active  in  the  Cuban  mission  field 
for  nearly  a  half-century,  not  only  commuted  between 
Valley  Road  and  Manhattan  but  also  held  forth  as 
Seminarian  Assistant  in  the  nearby  Rocky  Hill  and 
Sand  Hills  Episcopalian  parishes.  Last  summer,  even 
while  cramming  for  his  appearance  before  the  Board 
of  Examining  Chaplains,  he  was  lauded  for  all  thai  he 
did  as  a  representative  of  New  Jersey  churches  in 
administering  to  the  needs  of  the  1,000-plus  Puerto 
Rican  migrant  workers  in  this  area.  Early  fall  brought 
ordination  as  a  deacon  and  the  call  to  his  l.W-member 
Fords  church. 

For  striving  to  reflect  in  whatever  he  undertakes  the 
true  spirit  of  Christianity;  for  possessing  the  courage 
to  act  upon  his  own  convictions;  for  helping  others
